On  3/18/68,  I contacted  Mr.  BIRNDORF  personally  at 
his  office,  127  North  Seventh  Street,  at  which  time  the 
Bureau’s  jurisdiction  and  interest  in  developing  information 
concerning  individuals  and  organizations  espousing  bigotry, 
prejudice  and  extremism  were  discussed  with  him,  along  with 
general  Bureau  jurisdiction  and  interest. 


Mr.  BIRNDORF  was  most  happy  that  we  contacted  him 
and  pledged  his  complete  cooperation  in  all  matters  wherein 
he  might  be  of  assistance  to  the  FBI. 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  credit  and  criminal  check 
BIRNDORF  previously  conducted  are  set  forth  in  serial 
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three  of  this  file.  Office  indices  on  BIRNDORF  are 
negative 

As  director  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  of  the 
B'nai  Bf rith,  BIRNDORF  is  in  continuing  contact  with  various 
members  in  the  community,  seeking  to  upgrade  conditions 
among  the  poor,  underprivileged  communities,  including  and 
at  this  time  primarily  involving  the  Negro  element  in  the 
city  of  Minneapolis.  As  such,  Mr.  BIRNDORF  stated  he  would 
keep  the  writer  posted  on  various  trends  of  thought  in  the 
Negro  community  and  probable  activities  on  the  part  of  the 
various  integrationist  groups,  racist  groups,  etc.  In  this 
regard,,  BIRNDORF  advised  that  MATTHEW  STARK,  who  is  president 
of  the  Minnesota  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  and  professor 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  is  a well  educated  man 
usually  of  moderate  thinking,  who  recently  seems  to  have 
become  more  directly  and  personally  involved  in  the  Negro 
integration  movement  in  the  Twin  Cities  area.  He  stated 
he  believes  STARK  may  have  certain  political  aspirations 
in  view  of  his.  recently  avowed  discontent  with  the  policies 
and  action  of  Mayor  NAFTALIN  and  CALVIN  HAWKINSON,,  Chief  of 
Police,  Minneapolis. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  STARK,  called  a meeting  of 
v a r i oussSeuih&id e Minneapolis  citizens  at  the  Simpson  Methodist 
Church  Thursday*  March  14,  and  again  Sunday,  March  17,  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  what  position  the  mayor  of 
Minneapolis  and  Chief  of  Police  HAWKINSON  assume  in  light 
of  the  Kerne r Report.
